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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendments made to Drawings 1-9B have been considered, and all objections in 
reference to the aforesaid drawings are withdrawn. 

2. Claims 1 -2, 8- 1 0, 1 6- 1 8, and 24 have been cancelled. 

3. The amendments made to Claims 3,11, and 19 have been considered. 

4. The objections to Claims 3-7, 11-15, and 19-23 have been re-evaluated in light of the 
amended Claims 3, 11 and 19. Claims 3-7, 11-15, and 19-23 are now found to be in compliance 
and are in allowable condition. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claim 3-7, 11-15, and 19-23 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As stated in the Non- 
Final First Office Action, Claims 3-7, 11-15, and 19-23 would have been allowable had they 
been written in independent form, as they contain steps that are indeed novel and which cannot 
be overcome by prior art. The applicant has combined Claims 1 and 3, Claims 9 and 11, and 
Claims 17 and 19 respectively to formulate three independent claims. All subsequent claims 
depend of the newly independent Claims 3, 1 1, and 19. Hence, Claim 3-7, 1 1-15, and 19-23 now 
in condition for allowance. 

7. The allowability of Claim 3 will be further described in detail. Firstly, this invention is 
based on improving the amount of time required to recycle an information storage medium. In 
the past, rarely-accessed files in computer systems have remained stored and catalogued in a 
media storage library. The proposed invention includes a method that reads and copies one or 
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more sequentially encoded files comprising current information written to the information 
storage medium, and then skipping over one or more sequentially encoded files comprising 
historical information written to the information storage medium which is to be abandoned. In 
regards to Claim 3 for example, the system provides a method for first reading a file, identifying 
outdated and rarely-used files, reading the rest of the files, and then skipping the outdated and 
rarely-used files, thereby improving the amount of time required to recycle an information 
storage medium.
